of time, that became requiſite to accompliſh the undertaking, and 
which cannot be ſpared by any of the officers at the heads of public 
departments under Government, without too great an encroach. 
ment on the neceſſary current duties of their offices. This the Com-

fidence, from what he has experienced and obſerved, during the length 
of time that the preſent Cops has been in reviſion ;—in the courſe of 
which many alterations have taken place, from the iſſuing of ſubſe- 
quent orders ;—from whence it is obvious, that a Cops or RxOU- 
LATIONS which comprizes ſo many departments, and relates to ſo 
many ſituations, will ever require much attention and aſſiduity, 
which muſt be conſtantly employed, without intermiſſion, in order 
to inſure it's accuracy. The neceſſity of a Compiler's office for this 
purpoſe, (which has, until of late years, always exiſted in this ſer- 
vice) muſt be obvious; as it would, no doubt, be productive of great 
benefit, in preſerving the uniformity of diſcipline, and conſequent 
credit and well-being of the army :—when the importance of the 
ſubje& is reflected on, and the advantages that mult attend ſuch a 
foundation, are maturely conſidered, the aſſertion will not, perhaps, 
appear too bold. Many of the moſt reſpectable authorities can be 
produced in ſupport of it ; and, amongſt others, the following paſ- 
| ſages in the preface of that admired Work, The Military Arrange- 
« ment,” by Lieutenant-colonel n, lately n may 
not be altogether inapplicable: 

* But what there is infinitely greater want t of, is, a ſyſtem of Re-

The object of this Compilation f has den to render the orders and 


regulations of Government, now in force, as clear and as compre- 


we; as the nature of ſuch an arrangement would admit of; by 
placing them in a collected point of view, ſo as to have the whole 


required information, on any particular part or bead, immediately 
obtained, or as nearly ſo as poſſible. 


The Work is in two Parts: — The firſt is the ComPannium, or 


Cop; and the other, the ApPENDIX.— The latter contains the 


orders of Government, as they have been promulgated, and ſhes 
the authority on which the Cope is founded. References are made 
throughout the whole Cope, to effect what the orders themſelves 


could not, without innumerable repetitions, admit of.

On conſideration it will be found, that the Compilation, confiicatly a 


9 with the nature of the various orders in it, could not have been dif- 


ferently formed, to produce the intended effect; for as they have ever 


been iſſued occaſionally, as they became neceſſary, and have had 


moſtly ſome object of immediate local reform in view, they would 
not ſuit the purpoſe of forming a regular code of rules from, unleſs 
they underwent internal alterations; that is, that the eſſence barely 
ſhould be extracted and arranged uniformly under their reſpective 
heads; in which caſe, a ſimple index would ſuffice. It muſt be al- 
lowed that ſuch a work would be an acquiſition to the ſervice, and 
what every officer muſt wiſh to be poſſeſſed of: but it would require 
the hand of Government itſelf to conſtitute it. Demands on their 
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time, of a ſaperior nature, in all probability, will pibvahd the attain- 


ment of ſo deſirable an object; yet, it is to be hoped, that the Work 


now preſented, will, ina great meaſure, ſupply the deficiency ; and, 
although not in itſelf altogether void of ſome few imperfections, it 


will anſwer the grand object of bringing the ſtanding rules and or- 
ders of the ſervice into a ſyſtematic form and general notice, To 
effect even this point, much labour has been beſtowed; in the recital | 
of which, the Compiler Free. he will be freed from we imputation 


of ſelf- praiſe. e | | 


So far back as the beginning of che year 1786 preparations were 1 
commenced for this arrangement, by indexing above fifty volumes of 


orderly- books, in the ee of the artillery brigade- major, which had 
been carefully collected there, under the immediate inſpection of the 
late reſpectable commandant, Colonel Pearſe, and the other com- 


 manding-officers of that corps; the office having always been fixed to 
the head-quarters of the brigade i in Fort William, where all orders 


of every deſcription are publiſhed, and ſome of it's records and orders 
going as far back as the year 1748, rendered it, in the firſt inſtance 
of preparation, a very fit place from whence to obtain an extenſive 
degree of information on the ſubject; beſides, an unwillingneſs in the 


Compiler to intrude on, or interrupt the public officers of Govern- 
ment, in their immediate and current duties, induced him to adopt 
this mode of making the collection for the firſt copy. But, the ſame 


purpoſe was afterwards effected by a reviſion which he was autho- 
rized to make in thoſe offices, by the Right Honourable the Com- 
- mander-in-chief, previous to his laying the fair copy before Govern- 
ment. It would be too tedious, nor does it here appear neceflary, to 

recite the various probations and amendments that the Work under- 
went, until that fair copy was laid before the Government, on the 
20th of July, 1789; nor was it until he had examined and con- 
ſulted every authority and compilation that he could get acceſs to,

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ſecretary to the Gorernmintswake collection of Nr. Petrie; which 
was made in his office as compiler. together with a few forms of 
particular parts of a code, which was ſome time ago laid before the

1 piler was ultimately determined in adopting that form, in which the 
Work now makes it's appearance. Suffice it to ſay, that no pauſe 
9 whatever took place in the courſe of the four years that the Com- 
ßpailer was engaged in preparing it; during which time, the conſtant 
labour and attention that became requiſite to bring it into an ap- 
| L proaching ſtate of perfection, would hardly be credited. The hope of 
meeting with an honourable reward in the approbation of his brother 
1 officers, induced him to perſevere in the undertaking; although in 
I many ſtages of it, the obſtacles appeared fo inſurmountable that he 
1 | almoſt deſpaired of being ever able to accompliſh the deſired end. 
1 The encouragement and ſupport he has invariably met with from

have been iſſued on any one point alone, without ſome alluſion to N 3 
other departments, particularly thoſe contained under the heads of 
Eſtal liſhments, Salaries and Allowances, Medical Department, Milli- 


tary Board, &c. &c.— and, in fact, all the ſections in the Work, —it | 


would be impoffible to arrange an order under the different heads that 
it bore a reference to, without many repetitions of it; which, if 
adopted for the whole of the Work, would unneceſſarily ſwell it 
into volumes, and create a great additional expenſe. Thence aroſe 
the propriety of adopting the preſent plan, in conſidering all the 
orders and regulations only as an APPENDIX, or a ground work for 
the Cops, which having been formed upon them, the ſubſtance 
matter is extracted, and brought, by a ſhort and conciſe mode, into a 
collected point of view. This might be deemed ſufficient for the 
purpoſe of the compilation, could it receive the ſanction of Govern- 


ment, without being accompanied by the original orders, but it is not 


admiſſible. However, the only inconvenience that ariſes from the 
adopted mode, is the bulk of the Work, and the expenſe of fo 
much more printing. But even in it's preſent form it is not without 
it's peculiar advantages; as the APPENDIX contains the fair copies 
of the original orders of- Government, together with their dates 
and particular authorities, that are already familiarized, by practice, 
to the officers of the army, and are arranged in ſuch a form, that 
the whole information, on any point or ſubject, is to be found under 
the ſame article, n the ſeveral N ant have been nd 
at diſtant periods.

? | Z made perfect, and are arranged under their own ſections, forty- ſeven 
in number, and the whole form one ſection of the Cop. Neither 

can it be thought that the ſections of Orphan Society, or routes, 
both of which appear ſomewhat foreign to a regular code of rules, 
are unneceſſary: few perhaps are more uſeful, or, from the publica- 
3 tion of which, greater benefit will ariſe. The ſection of Orphan 
Society contains all the rules, from it's firſt formation to the preſent 
I 1 time, that are now in force, including the bye- laws of the general 
management: in this the army, as ſubſcribers and ſupporters of it, 
are particularly intereſted; and will, no doubt, feel a pleaſure in the 
1 peruſal thereof. Routes are taken from thoſe which have been ſent 
to the quartermaſter-general's office, in the general relief of 1788-9, 
by the different commanding-officers cane the marches of the 
troops; and, it is to be hoped, that ſection will be found uſeful and 
inſtructive, ſome pains having been taken to bring all into one ſyſte- 
1 matic form, and to point out the remarks on the rivers, nullahs, en- 

camping ground, water, roads, and ſupplies of grain and proviſions:

The reaſonings on orders and their eh foundations; together 
with the preambles, or preliminary paſſages, which may not be con- 
ſidered as coming conſiſtently into a code, could not, nevertheleſs, 
be left out with propriety ; as the orders would appear, in many in- 
ſtances, unintelligible by ſuch a mutilation. The internal reform of 3 
the orders (if fck a term is applicable) was not authorized; but, in 
inſtances where they required any modification, it has been permit- 
ted, under the title of Compiler's Remarks, which will always be 
found in Italicks, encloſed between parentheſis : : they were alſo pre- 
viouſly ſubmitted to authority. C1 T5 

There is one circumſtance in which the Compiler wah be want- 
ing to himſelf was he not to notice, that in the courſe of the ſeve- 
ral reviſions which the Ar PEN DI has undergone in the public 1 
offices, all the ſtanding orders were found to be contained therein, 
and few were found to be obſolete; that is, the inſertion of which | 
did not, in ſome inſtance, become neceſſary, to give a guidance in 
particular caſes. The letters from the officers reviſing, to the Go- 
vernment, give the cleareſt teſtimony of the Compiler's ſucceſs in |
